BRUTAL MURDER (N THE 
HARBOUR, i 
A WOMAN AND A CHILD DROWNED. 

Last night what’ appears to have been « 
murder of a most deliberate aod biutal kind 
was perpetrated on board a passeoger boat 
in Victoria Harbour, Two men went on 
board the boat at Samshuips about half- 
post goven o’clook, and gava instructions 
that they were to bo rowed to o steamer 
near the Hongkong shore, ‘There were on 
board the. hont at tho time the man who 
owned it, his wife and a little girl, Tho 
rowing was ‘done by the man ond his wife; 
the girl was asleep. The boat got near the 
steamer, but for somo. reason or other the 
mén did not, go on board,“and the boat was 
turned towards Yaumati, Under the pre- 
tence of giving assistance to the rowers one 
of the men todk a paddle and commenced 
to row, but when the boat was in the middle 
of the fairway the man with the paddle 
suddenly attacked the woman, hitting her 
about the head, and upon her husband at- 
tempting to go to her assistanos he was 
throws into the Harbour, The woman was 
next pushed into the water, and when the 
poor woman attempted to save heralf by 
hanging on to the side of the boat her banda 
wore beaten with the paddle and torn off the 
gunwale. The boatman, who says he was 
‘unable to give any help to his wife or 
daughter, swam to a -buoy, and was picked 
up by a Police launch, whioh went in pursuit 
of the boat and was enccessful in arresting 
one of the alleged assailunte. “At daylight 
this ‘mording the body of the little girl was 
found on the benoh 100 yards west of 
Quarry Bay while the body of the woman 
was found on the’ beach at North Pviot, 
‘There are no marke-of vidlerioe on the body 
of tho girl, On the forehead of the woman 
there are four deep outs, and the hands aleo 
bear traces of maltreatment, The budies 
were rctpoved to the mortuary, whore they 
were idehtified in (he course of tho day, 
Immediately upon’ tho ‘nesault becoming 
known to the police notievs were telegrapheil 
toall the District Stations, and the utraost 
vigilance has heea displayed with a view to 
effect the arrest of tho man who appears to 
have been the prime mover in the affuir.
